Whether they chose wisely is not 
the point; it is the privilege of a citizen of 
Canada to make a mistake, 

The closing of the camps will in itself be a 
matter of satisfaction to the public. They should 
never have been opened. There never was 
occasion for relief camps in a country where 
work is so plentiful, and nothing lacking but 
the will to finance the doing of it. 

As a step in the general policy of shifting 
men from unemployment rolls to pay-rolls the 
closing of the camps is timely, consistent, and 
will be to the ultimate benefit of both camp- 
men and taxpayers.

TIME FOR SOME SELF-HELP 

The Dominion Government is making a 
direct attack on the unemployment problem, by 
spending millions of dollars in the construction 
of public works, as much for the employment 
that will thus be given as for the general bene- 
fits that will result from immediate construc- 
tion, 

The Provincial Government is co-operating, 
through a program of highway construction 
that will be limited only by the means at its 
disposal 

The Dominion at the same time announces 
a 10 per cent reduction in the monthly grant 
of relief money to the pfovince, which reduc- 
tion is quite likely to be passed along to the 
city. This is a reminder to the city council that 
it should also get into action and help make an 
end of the situation—which, after all, is more 
embarrassing to council and to the city tax- 
payers than to the Governments and their tax- 
payers. 

While the Dominion and the province are 
thus pooling their energies, and spending money 
they haven't got, to reduce the unemployment 
burden, it does no good for council to take a 
bystander attitude and say that is a problém of 
the Governments, not of its own. Theorize as 
one may about where the responsibility lies, 
the businessmen of Edmonton are taking the 
results of unemployment “on the chin,” and 
taxpayers of Edmonton are asking for a chance 
to earn wages and support themselves 

Council cannot in the circumstances do any- 
thing spectacular, But it can do something to 
help free itself from the burden it very truth- 
fully declares to be insupportable. What coun- 
cil “saves” now, by neglecting to start relief- 
work improvements, it will have to pay out next 
winter as unrequited “doles.”

The Passing Show | Bladder Inflammation 


By J. S. COWPER 

There was one item of unfinished business 
that Parliament had to leave for another year— 
the Sockeye salmon treaty. It affects the tables 
of families and it affects the prosperity of fish- 
ermen and canners, Yet, even the fishermen 
agree that it was better to postpone it for an- 
other year than accept the 


treaty with the reservations 
attached by the United States 


Senate. 
The sockeye, as every 
housewife knows, is the 


choicest of the canning vari- 
eties of salmon. It has the 
deep red color that pleases 
the eye, and it has a piquancy 
that appeals to the palate. 
Not nearly so delicious 
freshly grilled as the red

spring, which is too fat to can well, or so delic- 
ately flavored as the white (pale pink) spring 
when boiled, the sockeye was clearly designed 
by a wise Providence for going into a can. Cut 
into steaks it is about the right size to pack 


without breakage of the flesh. Cooked thor- 
oughly as all canned salmoh must be, for three- 
quarters of an hour in the open can, and for 
another hour or more after the can is sealed up, 
it develops that juicy appeal for the table. 

Even down in the South Seas, where Nature 
provides a hundred varieties of edible fish, a 
can of sockeye salmon is regarded as a delicacy.

Old-timers tell of the days when the sock- 
eye shoals jammed the Fraser river, so that it 
looked like a solid mass of fish. Fish would be 
pushed out of the water onto the Dewdney 
highway when the river rose, so jammed were 
the shoals, fighting their way up the river to 
fresh water, there to complete their life cycle 
with an act of sacrifice that another generation 


might be. 

It was the building of the C.N.R. along the 
Fraser Canyon that gave the worst blow to the 
Fraser River fisheries. Section gangs threw 
rock debris from the right of way into the river 
and choked it at Hell's Gate so that few fish 
could get through the narrow passages through 
which the current raced. Four years passed be- 
fore the fishermen found out that the blocking 
of Hell's Gate had ruined the sockeye fishery, 
for the same shoal does not come back each 
successive year. There are four different shoals 
or armies of sockeye. ' Each army departs from 
the river as tiny grilse, no bigger than “shiners”, 
a few weeks after hatching. They go on a four 
year tour through the north Pacific, through 
Behring Straits and into the Arctic, where the 
cold water gives them their firm flesh. 

Nearing the end of their four years’ tour, 
the life urge impels them to return to the place 
where they were born, there to prepare for an- 
other generation. As if to a religious function 
they come fasting, fighting their way up-stream, 
leaping waterfalls, till bruised and tired they 
reach the fresh-water creeks where they were 
born. In the gravelly bed the male noses out a 
nesting place for the precious eggs the female 
will deposit and covers them with his milt. 
Both then pass up the stream to die, their life 
cycle complete. 

Sockeye probably seek the fresh water be- 
cause they originally came from fresh water. 
Most of the Pacific coast commercial salmon are 
really sea-going salmon-trout. They are of the 
genus Onchorynchus. The true salmon, the 
Genus Salmo, goes out to sea again after spawn- 
ing and returns for successive spawnings. 

An ancient grievance of B.C. fishermen and 
canners is that the sockeye shoals, aided back by 
Canadian government fish hatcheries using ar- 
tificial propagation, have to pass on their return 
through the Strait of Juan de Fuca, which is 
international] water. American canners have 
built huge fish-traps on the American side— 
the side of the Strait which the shoals favor on 
their return trip. They have enjoyed trapping 
the fish that Canadians spent money to hatch. 
So long as the traps are there, it is hopeless 
to expect ever to bring the sockeye run back 
to its old wealth of numbers. 

Year after year, efforts by the Canadian 
government to effect a treaty with United States 
for the protection of the sockeye salmon fishery 
have failed. Washington owners of fish traps 
saw to it that US. Senators killed the treaty, 
which proposed to abolish traps and require all 
fish to be netted, as under the Canadian fishery 
regulations, The Canadian government had 
to close down its hatcheries and announce its 
intention to let the Fraser river sockeye fishery 
go hang, before the U.S Senate would agree to 
sign a treaty. When it did so, it attached sev- 
eral reservations. It is one of these reservations 
that the Canadian government refuses to accept. 
It will not put the treaty before Parliament in 
the closing hours of the session, without further 
negotiations. 


ae ¥ i 
Two of the three reservations are quite 
agreeable. The first of these provides that the 


Commission to administer to the Treaty is not 
to authorize fishing gear contrary to Canadian 
and State of Washington Jaws. The other pro- 
vides for the setting up of an advisory com- 
mittee from different branches of the fishing 
industry. 

The obstacle is a reservation providing that 
no order or regulation is to be made by the 
Commission until] its investigations have cov- 
ered two cycles of salmon runs. Two cycles of 
salmon runs means eight years, or more than 
half of the fifteen years for which the treaty 
is to be effective 

Considerable investigation has already been 
made by fishery officials and experts. It is felt 
there is no need for such a long time to elapse 
before regulation of fishery operations by the 
joint tribunal commences. Rather than sign 
the treaty now, the Canadian government be- 
lieves it will be further ahead to negotiate fur- 
ther with the United States authorities and bring 
the matter before Parliament next year 

Washington canners last year took a salmon 
catch worth over $5,000,000, With proper regu- 
lation, the Fraser River sockeye industry can 
become a $10,000,000 industry. It is a harvest 
that requires no seeding and no fertilizing 
With reasonable regulation it need never fail

Undoubtedly. many of the patients really 
suffering from bladder inflammation or cystitis, 
believe that they have a kidney weakness. 
Cystitis may occur in both an acute and chronic 
form and while the entire membrane lining the 
bladder may be involved, as a general rule, only 
a small portion of the bladder 
wall is involved. 

The chief symptoms are 
irritability of the bladder 
which awakens a desire to 
empty this organ at frequent 
intervals, a burning sensa- 
tion, and pain, In acute in- 
*flammation of the bladder the 
pain will be most intense 
when the organ is full or 
when it has just been emp- 
tied. However, in chronie in- 
flammation, the symptoms may not be limited 
locally to the bladder region but may be evi- 
denced by reflex pains and aches in other 
parts of the body. 

Usually, if a urinalysis is made, it will show 
either an excess of acid, or an exactly opposite 
condition of alkalinity, produced by ammonia. 
Excluding the local inflammation caused by 
certain infectious diseases, we may say that the 
inflammation of the bladder is due to irritating 
substances in the liquid contained within it, 
which substances inflame the lining of the blad- 
der. 

Such foods as onions, asparagus, and all alco- 
holic drinks have a direct effect in increasing 
bladder inflammation when it is present, as they 
contain irritating substances which the body 
must éliminate through the channel of the kid- 
neys and consequently must reach the bladder. 
Such irritation may be considered a chemical 
irritation and is different from the mechanical 
irritation induced as a result of prolapsus when 
the sagging organs will cause direct pressure 
upon the bladder. 

In attempting to relieve either acute or 
chronic cystitis, it will be found advisable to 
employ the fast, and the best type of fast to use 
is that on plain water. When the liquid thrown 
out through the bladder has an excess of acid, 
it is advisable to add milk of magnesia to the 
water used during the fest as this will make the 
fluid elimination bland and neutral. 

Hot Sitz baths are also to be recommended, 
and these are taken by sitting in the bath tub 
in about nine inches of warm water, with only 
the hips and feet immersed. The water must be 
as hot as can be borne by the skin without 
burning and the bath should be continued for 
15 to 20 minutes. In the acute attack, it will 
always be found that some relief can be ob- 
tained by lying on the back with the hips ele- 
vated which will change the position of the 
bladder. Heat should be applied over the blad- 
der through the medium of a hot water bottle, 
or hot towels, or best of all, by using a deep 
therapy lamp. 

After the short fast on water, the patient 
may then find it a good plan to go on a milk 
diet for a time, which will greatly assist in 
bringing about a complete healing of the mem- 
brane lining the bladder. 

I can not too strongly emphasize the fact 
that a large proportion of the pains experienced 
in different parts of the body are caused by a 
mild chronic form of bladder inflammation. If 
your aches and pains are increased whenever 
the kidney elimination is heavy and full of 
cloudy waste material, bladder inflammation 
should be suspected as a possible cause of the 
distress.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Roberta C. asks: “Is there 
any simple home test I can use to find if I have 
flat feet?” 

ANSWER: I do not advise that you rely upon 
a home test to find if you have flat feet. How- 
ever, a simple home test is to place a mixture of 
ordinary bluing used for rinsing clothes in a 
large, flat pan. Dip the sole of the foot in the 
bluing solution and then step on a sheet of 
clean paper. If the arch is broken you will find 
that an imprint will be made of most of the 
bottom of the foot. In the normal arch, or the 
high arch, al] that will show on the paper is a 
print of the toes, the ball of the foot, the heel, 
and a narrow strip on the outside of the foot 
joining the ball and the heel. The space on the 
inside of the foot will be clear, because of the 
fact that the areh is high enough so that it will 
not rest on the paper. I believe a better method 
is to have an imprint made of the foot with the 
pedograph. Any doctor having the equipment 
for making the pedograph will be able to tell 
you if you are troubled with fallen arches. In 
some of the stores specializing in corrective 
footwear, the same test is made before the cus- 
tomer is fitted with a pair of shoes.

The fourth of July is identified 
with George Washington for

A Wartime General Election 
Great Britain

The Conservative party in Great Britain is organizing the 
nation for a great wartime election on the argument that the dan- 
ger of war has reached the emergency stage and that there must 
be armament on land and sea and in air to an extent which will 
make any attack on the British Isles an attempt certain to fail 

The British rally to a wartime election cry with the same 
enthusiasm they display in attending and in betting on the Derby 
It would not seem possible to defeat the Baldwin government in 
the coming election—because all other issues are submerged by 
the war talk. Every speech made by any member of the Baldwin 
government lights up the war danger, and there is more than 
enough truth in the war talk to appeal powerfully to the British 
people, who are within easy airplane range of the European 
mainland.

The price of peace is high from a material and territorial 
standpoint. Chancellor Hitler's terms are clear and plain. He 
demands restoration of full trading rights to Germany on a world- 
wide basis; he also demands the right to settle the question of a 
union between Germany and Austria as a domestic question, which 
the people of Germany and Austria have a right to decide for 
themselves. As a lesser requirement he wants the Polish corridor 
to the Baltic, which cuts off East Prussia from the rest of Ger- 
many, closed and the corridor strip of land returned to Germany. 

All the European powers are actively opposed to a union be- 
tween Germany and Austria, because it is felt that the Germanic 
federation would be strong enough to push through Italian terri- 
tory to the Adriatic sea, and through the Balkans to the Black Sea. 
Russia, partly European and partly Asiatic, fears German control 
of the Danube from Vienna to the Black Sea, believing it would 
be followed by German naval bases, air bases, and a German fleet 
patrolling the Black Sea 


The alternative is reported to be brought forward by Premier 
Blum of France, who suggests that the present territorial lines 
in Europe be stabilized for a long term of years, and that an a 
commercial basis, European affairs be re-organized as the United 
States of Europe, with every nation given ful] trading rights co as 
to most efficiently develop the lines of trade best fitted to its 
natural resources. 


This plan is reported almost ready for presentation at Geneva 
and, until formally presented, no one can tel] how the European 
powers will vote 


Chancellor Hitler, it may reasonably be predicted, will insist 
on the union between Germany and Austria. Great Britain it may 
certainly be predicted will refuse to join any European trade 
combination.

Most favorable crop conditions | 
fn the province prevail in the | 
Peace River territory where pros- | 
pects point to a splendid yield and | 
a harvest earlier by one week | 
than in 1935, according to the crop 
report issued on Saturday by the 


Provincial agi-cuitural depart- 
ment. 
During the last two weeks, all | 


dry land crops in the southern and | 
east-central areas have suffered aj 
serious set-back at a critical period 
because of prevailing hot weather 
and high winds, no rains having 
occurred to relieve these distressed 
conditions, 


HOPES ABANDONED 


This is specially true of the terri- 
tory from Medicine Hat north west 
to Brooks and continuing north to 
the Youngstown district, where | 
hopes for even a fair crop are prac- | 
tically abandoned. | 

In the more seriously affected | 
districts, a shortage of feed is 
already anticipated. The whole of 
the south and east is badly in| 
need of moisture. This applies par- 
ticularly to stubbled-in crops, pas- | 
ture and range lands. 


GOOD RAINS NEEDED 


In the west-central area and the 
Edmonton zone, some _— severe 
thunderstorms 2nd scattered show- | 
ers have occurred, but these have | 
been very local. Though there is | 
still a good reserve of subsoil] mois- 
ture over a great deal of the coun- 
try, many districts would welcome 
good rains for surface needs. If 
weather continues dry, maturity of 
grain crops will be unduly hast- 
ened with some consequent reduc- 
tion in yields. 

Summer fallowing in the south is 
almost completed, though delayed 
to some extent by high winds and 
dry soil conditions. Rapid pro- 
gress is being made in the centre| 
and north where about 50 per cent | 
of the fallowing has been done. 
HAYING GENERAL 

Haying is general in the south 
with yields reported poor to fair.| 
Some cutting has commenced in 
central districts where the crop 1s 
likely to be somewhat below nor- 
mal With favorable conditions| 
during the next 10 days, the hay| 
crop in the north will be up to| 
average 

The warm, dry conditions have 
hastened the grasshopper hatch and 
mixing stations are working at cap- 
acity. Crop damage up to 10 per 
cent has been suffered at some 
points, but the situation over the; 
entire pest-ridden area is under

Worms which infest a dog are of 
several kinds, some more harmiul! 
than others, and some eventually 
causing death if thelr presence | 
ignored. The most common, and 
perhaps least dangerous, and cer- 
tainly the easiest to get rid of, are 
the stomach or round worm 
Young puppies should be treated 


for these shortly after weaning, and 
it is a good plan with a grown dog 
to give a precautionary treatment 
twice a year 


The presence of worms, when not 
seen in the feces with the naked 
eye, is usually indicated by a poor 
condition of the coat, poor flesh in 
der dogs and bloated stomachs in 
puppies, bad breath, skin erup- 
tions or voracious or unstable ap- 
petite. To determine definitely the 
presence of these internal parasites 
and their variety and the correct 
treatment, have a microscopical ex- 
amination of the stool made by a 
veterinarian. As a precautionary or 
curative teatment, many reliable 
firms put up tablets which may be 
obtained from druggists. Instrue- 
tions should be rigid] followed, 
especally as to procedure before 
end after adn stration. For my 
part, I prefer use tetrachlorethy- 
lene in capsule made according to 
the size of the dog
